Having Been Depreciated to Such 


an Extent as to Cause-Wide- 


spread' Alarm. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—A special from 


Washington says: 


"The president's message on the 


financial situation emphasizes the em- 
barrassments surrounding-the treasury 
without suggesting practical means of 
relief. If the design was to stampede 
congress into passing a popular loan 
bill the move will be a total failure. 
Whatever the house may do as a politi- 
cal play the senate can be relied upon 
with absolute certainty to balk any and 
all attempts to secure congressional 
sanction for an increase in the bonded 
indebtedness for the purpose of get- 
ting gold to replenish the reserve. 
And even the house refuses to be 
lifted off its feet, for it calmly ad- 
journed .Saturday, after the reading of 
the committee appointments, to-give 
the committee on ways and means 
time to deliberate and agree upon a 
report for submission to-day. 


'•The president may as well abandon 


any faint hope that may have crept 
into his heart o£ help from congress in 
time to extricate the treasury from its 
present crisis. He will have to play a 
lone hand for the maintenance of the 
national credit, just as he did last Fcb- 
ruarv and on two previous occasions, 
when he sold bonds for gold. His dif- 
ficulties are greater now, however, 
than they have ever been before. 


"Careful officials and the best-posted 


members of the senate and house con- 
fessed to have grave apprehensions 
that the country is drifting with in- 
evitable certainty into a suspension of 
gold payments. One of the very best 
posted and most conservative men in 
public life, and one who has made na- 
tional finances his life study expressed 
himself as follows in the course of a 
private conversation: "I see no escape 
from a suspension of gold payments. 
The country has not been in such im- 
minent danger since resumption days. 
The president has closed every avenue 
from which help in a large way can 
ordinarily be expected by amove which, 
whether right or wrong,has depreciated 
the property of the investing classes to 
such an extent that they are thor- 
oughly alarmed 
and disgusted. If 


there was a genuine war excitement 
the people might subscribe for$)00,- 
000,000, or $'.'00,000,000 in bonds. But 
no such fever exists, and a popular 
loan will, to my opinion, be a partial 
or total failure. Anything less than 
complete success would be regarded as 
a failure. With congress refusing to 
bad; him up, and all efforts of his own 
to raise gold unavailing, the president 
would suffer the humiliation of seeing 
the country forced to a silver basis in 
spit i- of himself. 


•'This is not an alarmist view, but a 


situation which must command the at- 
tention of the best minds in and out of 
congress." 


••'Ihe silver element in the senate 


welcomes the opportunity for forcing 
the issue, and will hail with delight a 
crisis that would put the treasury on a 
silver basis. This is a singular condi- 
tion, but it is stated with absolute cor- 
rectness.

WASHINGTON. Dee. 21.—There 
was 


nothing of a directly warlike charac- 
ter in the senate discussion to-day: but 
there were several very significant 
financial propositions and declarations. 
The flu-st of these was a resolution of- 
fered by Mr. Vest, directing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to coin tlie silver 
bullion ill the treasury into standard 
silver dollars and to pay with them the 
sirtificates issued under the act of July 
14, 1890, jn purchase of the bullion; also 
to pay the greenbacks in standard sil- 
ver dollars or in gold, using whichever 
may be most abundant or convenient. 


Sir. Vest wished to have his resolu- 


tion immediately considered, but ob- 
jection was made by Sir. Platt (rep., 
Conn.), and the resolution went over 
for the day. 


A like fate attended a somewhat 


similar resolution offered by the new 
populist senator from North Carolina, 
Mr. Butler, directing the payment of 
the interest and principal of the gov- 
ernment's coin obligation in gold or 
silver as long as the two metals are on 
a parity; and in silver when that 
metal is belo w parity with gold. 


The president's financial message of 


yesterday was denounce1! by Senators 
Stewart (pop., Nev.) and Dubois (rep., 
Idaho). That message, in Mr. Stew- 
art's opinion, proved that the president 
uas panic stricken. But all that the 
president had to do to .sustain the na- 
tional credit was to pay the govern- 
ment, obligations according to the con- 
tract. "Let him announce that." Mr. 
Stewart exclaimed, "and there will be 
no

on 
the treasury.'' Mr.

He expressed his 
belief that the Vest resolution would 
be agreed to on the next legislative 
day if a vote upon it were not pre- 
vented by the action of the president's 
friends. 


No action was taken on the presi 


dent's message, which remains on the 
vice-president's-table. 


A greeting of the federal senate of 


Brazil to the United States senate on 
the "worthy message of President 
Cleveland, which strenruously guards 
the dignity, sovereignty and freedom 
of the American nations," was com- 
municated from the state department 
and was read and referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. 


The fortifications bill heretofore in- 


troduced by Mr. Squire (rep., Wis.) was 
introduced with an emergency clause 
making the appropriation, $87.000,000, 
immediately available if so ordered by | 
the president. This clause, he said, i 
was desirable "in • view of changed 
conditions." 


The holiday recess resolution having 


failed between the two houses, tho 
senate, at 1:4:. p. m., adjourned until 
Tuesday next.

WASIIISOTOS, Dec. 23.-•-For the first 


time since the short session of the 
!orty-seventh congress in the winter of 
18S2-3, congress will enter holiday week 
to-day with the intention of sitting 
through the season usually devoted to 
reeesH. The occasion for this unusual 
zeal and devotion to public interests 
was President Cleveland's message on 
Friday last, which asked the congress 
not to take its usual respite from labor 
at this season of the year, but to re; 
m:iiu and provide the necessary legis- 
lation to relieve the financial situation 
of the government. 


The. house will enter upon this work 


probably to-day, through its commit- 
tees announced on Saturday. 
The 


ways and means committee will meet 
at 11 o'clock and proceed as rapidly as 
may be with the consideration and 
preparation of a bill or bills to meet 
the condition which confronts them. 
The measure of relief which it is ex- 
pected the committee will propose will 
include either in one bill or several, as 
may be deemed most expedient, brief 
amendments to the tariff law, not in- 
volving general tariff revision, such 
amendments to expire at the end.of 
30 months, authority 
to the sec- 


retary of the treasury to issue a 
three per cent, bond as a popular loan, 
to maintain the gold reserve and for 
no other purpose, with a proviso that 
the redeemed greenbacks shall not be 
used to meet current expenses, but be 
retained as long as necessary as part 
of the redemption fund; authority to 
issue to national bankij, circulating 
notes up to par of the bonds deposited 
as security therefor, and reduce the 
tax on national bank circulation; and 
authority for the issue of certificates 
of indebtedness to meet temporary de- 
ficiency in receipts until the revenue 
can be provided. It is estimated that 
these proposed tariff changes will ndd 
from S'IO.COO,000 to SKTi,000,000 to the in- 
come of the government. 


Although there is some criticism of 


this scheme from the republican side 
of the committee, it is unlikely to man- 
ifest itself in any other form, and tho 
proposition will receive the united sup- 
port of the majority. One suggestion 
was that the Reed substitute for the 
issue of gold bonds, made in the last 
congress when financial schemes were 
bemg considered, should be reported 
and pissed. 


While it is not probable that the 


committee will be ready to report to 
the housa before Wednesday or Thurs- 
day at the earliest, there will bo no ad- 
journment for more than a day or two 
at a time, until the proposed relief 
sh-ill have been enacted. 
Should this 


be accomplished this week the house 
will probably then in lulge in three- 
day recesses over the New Year holi- 
day. 
In the meantime, taie committee on 


banking and currency will be at work 
on a bill to remodel tho financial sys- 
tem of the country, in the hope that it 
will be ready for report to the house 
when business shall be rcgnlarly re- 
sumed in January. 


Although the senate will be nomi- 


nally in session this week, it is be- 
lieved that there will at no time be a 
quorum present. A financial debate 
may be precipitated Tuesday if Mr. 
Vest presses the res duU.'an for which 
he 
acked immediate 
consideration 


Saturday. This resolution directs the 
secretary of the treasury to com the 
silver bullion in the treasury and ap- 
ply the silver dollars so coined to 
the redemption of the treasury notes 
issued 
in payment 
for the bul- 


lion under the Sherman act. 
If the 


senate should be in a humor to permit 
the resolution to come to a vote it will 
surely pass, for the silver men are in 
the majority by at least 12. and possi- 
bly 14 votes. 
The resolution (if Mr. 


Butler (pop., N. C.). directing the sec- 
retary of the treasury to meet the ob- 
ligations of the government with sil- 
ver whenever that money is of less 
value than gold, is also on the table 
and may be made the subject of a 
hweih at any time. 


It !s likely that the s"nat,c will meet 


only at intervals, for as all legislation 
relating to finance and the revenue 
must originate in the house, until 
some measure is s::nt over from the 
house there %vill be little occasion for 
the senate to remain in session. 


Now that the holiday recess has 


fallen through, the republicans may 
urge the democrats to at (>m e fill their 
committee lists, but there is little 
probability of this being dune until tin- 
New Year is inaugurated. Taken al- 
together, the coining week in the sen- 
ate promises to bo unproductive, un- 
less the unexpected happ-ns.

At Bloomington in' the circuit court 


application has been made for a receiver 
for the National Home Building and 
Loan Association. Tbe bill was filed 
by Thomas Shehan, a stockholder. The 
charges made are that the State Audi- 
tor, by sensational statements in the 
press, has shaken* confidence in the in- 
stitution; mismanagement on the part 
of the officers, two of whom it is alleged, 
conspired to enrich themselves by voting 
themselves $33,000 a year for salaries 
and expenses; fraud used in obtaining 
and voting proxies at the last annual 
meeting, when a by-law favorable to the 
officers WES adopted; that the officers 
have been purchasing stock, from those 
wishing to withdraw, at a discount and 
now own stock in excess of the limit 
fixed by the law, and that they have 
paid withdrawing members out of the 
order in which the notices to withdraw 
were received. The bill was made an 
aworable to the February term Of court, 
and no action in tbe matter will prob 
ably be taken till that time. On Octo- 
ber 25 Auditor Gore notified the man- 
agers of the National company that 
sixty days would be given them to place 
their company in a solvent condition, 
which time expires on Christmas.

Bread-aDd-Btttter Plate.

It sounds quite absurd to hear about 


fMhions in bread and butter, but it is 
•true that they exist. 


No sooner had we adopted the de- 


lightfully tidy and convenient bread- 
•ad-butter plate and our maids had be- 
come trained to their use than it was 
announced that they had gone out of 
laxhion. There was no reason given for 
ibia change, and we wondered in "what 
lay the wisdom of it. How could we 
e»er do without the little piece or'china 
serving as a crumb holder, and doing 
away with the > ulgar practice of sv» eep- 
iag off the crumbs, which generally fall 
into one's lap while the servant's elbow 
intruded upon one's head or shoulder' 


The small boy discovered why the 


fcread-and-butter plate was put aside 
Hi» belo*ed sandwich had been en- 
-throned, and he now re\els in his very 
heart's desire. Sandwiches are the fash- 
ion. Whether it be pure lo%e of variety 
or a sudden spasm of dietetic good 
*ense that has made this very sensible 
and wholesome edible the proper thing 
makes no difference. Heal value is at- 
tached to their elevation, and while we 
shall not give up the pretty little plate 
for breakfast rolls and muffins, we 
heartily hail the sandwich, prepared in 
the kitchen and served to us in wajs ga- 
lore. 


At a recent formal luncheon, when 


ten courses made the repast'more of a 
dinner than a light meal, several differ- 
ent kinds of sandwiches were served. 


Oysters were acfcom]«inied by tiny 


squares of thin bro\\n bread. Broth had 
cracker sandw iches, fish had triangles 
cf white bread, chops had white bread 
spread with anchovy paste, birds were 
served with jelly sandwiches, entrees 
with cracl:ers so thin, and held together 
with a picke) paste, that they almost 
broke in one's fingers, and salad vt n.s ac- 
companied by a mayonnaise sandwich 
Of course, under such service, the bread 
and-butter plate has no place. Kach 
plate of sandwiches was so daintily pre- 
pared that one marveled at the cook'n 
skill. Each kiirl exactly fitted the spe- 
cial course in iln\or ant] taste, and sim- 
plified the- serving as well as the menu 
It is no longer "good form" to over- 
serve jour guests. The lavifih display 
and u astt of food generally accompany- 
ing a formal meal is considered vulgar, 
and there should now be no more than 
& guest can comfortably consume. The 
windv.-ich fills a want, for it simplifies 
&nd yet adds a fla\ or, or, rather,-a condi- 
ment, otherwise impossible to intro- 
duce. \\ hat goes between the bread 01 
cracker is the vital point. Everything 
from ham to jam, a condimentorpielde, 
sauce or paste, is used, suiting the kind 
to the course. 


For children's lunches or dinners 


they are invaluable, because it is pos- 
fcible to get them to eat in thU way 
•what they would not touch if spread up- 
on a plate. A sandwich invariably ap- 
peals to a child's taste, and from a diet- 
etic point it is as good a way to serve a 
meal to a child as can be found.

A BLOOD-RED LAKE. 


Peculiarity Manifested by • Shmt of 


Water la-Switzerland. 


Lake Mornt, in Switzerland, has a 


queer habit of turning1 red about two or 
three times every ten years. It is a 
pretty lake, like most of the sheets of 
>vutt-r in that picturesque country, and 
its peculiar freak is attributed to a dis- 
position to celebrate the slaughter of 
the Burgundians tinder Charles the 
Bold on June 21, 1476. But the French 
say it blushes for tbe conduct of the 
Swiss, who in that battle gave the Bur- 
gundians no quarter. This year it was 
redder than ever, and had a sinister ap- 
pearance when the setting1 sun illumi- 
nated its wavea. 


This phenomenon, of course, has its 


legend. The old fishermen of the lake, 
who catch enormous fish called silures 
that weigh between 25 and 40 kilograms, 
cay when they see the waters of 
the lake icddening that it is the blood of 
the Burgundians. As a matter of fact, 
some of tbe bodies of the Burgundians 
killed in the battle were thrown into 
the lake, while others were tossed into 
a grave filled with quicklime. This his- 
torical recollection angered the Bur- 
gundian soldiers of the victorious arm- 
ies of the republic in 1798 so much that 
they destroyed the monument raised in 
honor of their compatriots who fell he- 
roically in that battle, and Henri Mar- 
tin very justly reproached them for that 
piece of vandalism. 


It would "hardly do to attribute the 


reddening of the waters of the lake to 
the blood of the soldiers of Charles the 
Bold. The coloring is due simply to the 
presence in large quantities of little 
aquatic plants called by naturalists 
oscillatoria rubescens. The curious 
thing about it is that Lake Morat is the 
only lake in which this curioxis grow th 
is developed, and this peculiarity is be- 
ginning to interest scientific men. 


Thread from Crystals. 


The making of the famous quartz 


fibres invented by Prof. C. V. Boys sev- 
eral j ears ago, is a very curious process 
Quartz crystals, which many a country 
boy living in regions where they are 
found, has fancied to-be diamonds, are 
melted with a blowpipe and drawn out 
into a thread with the aid of an arrow. 
One crystal is fastened to tbe arrow 
u hile another is fixed in the flame. The 
tn o are fused together, an d at the prop- 
er moment the arrow is released and 
darts away into a fixed target,draning 
the melted quartz into a thread the 
length and si^e of which can easily be 
regulated. The threads are \ery tough, 
strong and elastic. They can be made 
BO fine as to be invisible act only to the

ity, had died of consumption that day 
at Sau Antonio, Texas, in the 47th year 
if his age. He leaves a widow and two 
ons, aged R and 4 years respectively. 


The announcement of the death of 


Mr. Stutzenberger 
will be shocking 


news to his many frienas and acquaint 
ances. It was not generally known that 
lis condition was serious. While at- 
onding the sti-te fair at Springfield in 
.894 Mr. S. contracted a severe cold. He 
was in bad shape then but ho went tho 
lame fall to the fair at St.Louis, coming 
iome badly broken up. During tho past 
ummer while at Pario with his friend, 
Frank L. Carter, Mr. Stutzenberger 
added to the cold from which he thought 
ie had partly recovered, and from that 
ime on he became rapidly worse, until 
n October he left for Texas in the hope 
;hat he would be permanently benefited. 
Ie got but little relief it appears and 
death came on Sunday. 


The deceased was a native of Bavaria, 
ierrnany, where he was born in 1848. 
ie caino to America in 1852 with his 
parents, who located at Fort Wayne, 


where the deceased was reared and 


educated. At an early age Mr. Stutzen- 
berger, who had even then developed a 
capability for managing men and busi- 
ness, removed to Evansvillo, Ind., where 
he represented a carriage furnishing 
louse, later serving au apprenticeship in 
a carriage factory. Later he located at 
Owensboro, Ky., where for several years 
ie was the superintendent of the Owens- 
boro Wagon Works. Subsequently Mr. 
Stutzenberger became connected with 
the Haydock Bros.' Carriage Works, St. 
Louis, Mo., and was with that f»rin f°r a 
icriod of nine years, retiring Juno 23, 
1893, when the concern failed in busi- 
ness. He then accepted a position as 
traveling representative for the Linthi- 
cum Carriage Works, of Defiance, Ohio, 
with which company he was connected 
at the time of his death. 


Mr. S. was a good citizen, a kind hus- 


band and a loving father, tie had made 
his home in Decatur for eight years, and 
was held in the highest esteem by all 
who knew him. In a business sense he 


always active and energetic. In 


any enterprise with which he was con- 
nected he was always on the alert. He 
never failed to perform faithfully every 
trust, and ho filled every position accep- 
tably, being counted one of the very 
best traveling men in any service. 


Only a few months ago the deceased
